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MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The imports during December were valued at £ 4,059,691, and were 
the highest for any month during the year. The total imports for the 
year were £34,358,830—the largest figures on record, and equal to 
£22 13s. 10d. per head of population. The direct oversea imports 
amounted to £19,434,201, as compared?with £14,485,123 in 1905. The 
total for the year shows an increase of £4,934,822—made up of an 
increase of £4,949,078 in goods of British and Foreign produce, and a 
decrease of £14,256 in goods of Australian produce. In almost every 
article of oversea origin large increases were shown ; the principal ones 
being apparel, gold, irom and steel, machinery, metal manufactures, 


and timber, Dried fruits and kerosene decreased during the year. 


The oversea exports for December amounted to £4,640,954, an increase 
of £467,101 over December, 1905, For the year the oversea exports 
were £31,018,274, as compared with £24,493,530 in 1905. It is not at 
present possible to give the total{exports for the year, as the Interstate 
movement for December is not available, but there are indications to 
show that it will probably equal £45,000,000, or £29 14s. Od. per head, 
and over £8,000,000 more than in 1905, which showed the highest value 
up to that time. Of the increase in the oversea exports, £3,163,677 was 
in merchandise, and £3,361,067 in gold.} ; The largest increase is in wool ; 
but all the staple articles—wheat, butter, skins, copper, timber, and 


coal—show large increases. 


Shipping.—During 1906, 268 more vessels entered the ports of the State, and 
189 more cleared therefrom, than in 1905. The total tonnage of vessels 
trading with the State was 10,558,750—namely,§ 5,283,719 entered, and 
5,275,031 cleared, all showing large increases over 1905. There was a 
slight decrease in the tonnage of sailing vessels, but a large increase in 


steam vessels. 


Wheat Crop, 1906—7.—It is estimated that the wheat yield during this season 
will be 24,034,000 bushels from 1,967,200 acres, or a little less than 
121 bushels per acre. The estimated fyield of hay-is 408,000 tons from 
330,550 acres. In total production and average yield per acre the crop 
ranks next to the record season of 1903-4. After allowing for home 
consumption there will be about 11,000,000 bushels for export. 
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The following statement shows, in each of the principal divisions of 
the State, the area under grain and the yield of wheat in 1906-7, as 


compared with 1905-6 :—

Mineral Production.—The gold yield during December was 17,002 oz. crude, 
equal to 15,571 oz. fine, valued at £66,140. During the year the value 
of the gold produced apparently declined by £86,147, as compared with 
1905, It has, however, been ascertained that the deficiency is due to 
the fact that a quantity of gold has not been sent forward to the Mint, 


but has been carried over to the next year. 


Prices.—The index numbers show that during 1906 prices of the staple 
products were generally 28 per cent. higher than in 1901, and 11 per 
cent. higher than in 1905. The index number for pastoral produce was 
1,316, for metals 1,432, and for all articles 1,277, compared with the 
basis 1,000 in 1,901. | During the year the prices of all articles, but 
especially of the industrial metals, increased. Wool increased over 10 
per cent. and the metals nearly 25 per cent. The general index number 
for December was 1,346, the highest for the year. 


Meteorology.— During December the rainfall showed a rather erratic distribu- 
tion, but in the majority of districts was above the average. On the 
Coast the fall was below normal. As regards the year 1906, it may be 
said, taking it as a whole, the distribution of rain was of a most favour- 
able nature, especially in the districts west of the Mountains and on the 
extreme North Coast. The year was also favourable by reason of the 


absence of parching winds, storms, and flood rains.
